Your H. P. correspondent was present 
at the end of a marathon of endurance, 
that has scored new marks in human 
endeavor. It was the end of the WMGM 
March of Dimes “Awake-A-Thon” when 
Peter Tripp, the popular Dise Jockey of 
that station, went off the air after 200 
continuous hours and 300 broadcasts 
without sleep or even a nap in the 
barber’s chair. What a man! 

Peter Tripp started this stunt on a 
Tuesday at 11:40 p.m. and-ended it eight 
and a half days later at 7:14 p.m., by 
ringing a bell, that gave the cue to 
75,000 Mothers all over New York, and 
surrounding areas, to start their house 
to house campaign for contributions to 
this worthwhile fund. 

Mr. Tripp, at the 135 hour mark, was 
still alert and in full possession of all 
his faculties, but Doctor Boyd Lester 
and Doctor L.J. West from the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma, members of the 
science group, decided that Peter should 
start taking Methylpgenidate Hydro 
Chloride at stated intervals. This was 
administered under constant medical 
supervision. Every half hour, a nurse 
in attendance would take the pulse count 
and blood pressue. This was done so 
that his health would not be impaired 
and also that the Science group, with 
the Air Force, would be able to see 
precisely what the human reaction 
would be under this trying condition. 
An interesting thing occurred, Peter 
neither lost weight nor gained weight. 

At the 147 hour mark he was still 
full of pep and his mind was still clear 
and his announcements were sharp. He 
went on the air, still swapping jokes 
and small talk. At the 160 hour mark he 
had received thousands of fan letters 
and had raised a considerable sum of 
money for the Fund. 

All during the broadcast, which was 
held at the information booth in the 
heart of New York, Times Square, there 
were crowds waving and cheering Peter 
Tripp on to his goal. Peter would get

phone to go over to the broad windows 
and attempt conversation with his fans. 

At the 200 hour goal, Broadway was 
jammed on both sides of the Street and 
the police had a rough time. with the 
crowds. Reporters, including me, and 
news photographers were all waiting 
for the final shots. At precisely 7:14 
p.m. the bell rang, the crowds cheered, 
we popped our bulbs (also our buttons) 
and the “Awake-A-Thon” was over. 

And now a little about Peter Tripp, 
who is in full command of “Your Hits 
Of The Week” over WMGM, Monday 
through Sunday — from 5:00 to 8:00 
p.m. His program features the most 
authentic survey of greater New York’s 
top 40 retail record sales. 

Born in Port Chester, N.Y., on June 
11, 1926, Peter moved to Detroit, Mich. 
when he was 11 years old. He suffered 
a serious hip injury and spent his early 
teens in hospitals undergoing many op- 
erations. With the permanent insertion 
of a Smith-Peterson nail in each hip 
joint, he was able to successfully walk 
again. 

In 1954 he went to work at WEXL, 
Royal Oak, Michigan, a suburb of De- 
troit, where he did disc shows and news- 
casting. Later he worked at WWSO and 
WJEL, Springfield, Ohio, and other sta- 
tions in nearby states. He also served 
as a news and special events man and 
program director of several outlets in 
Kansas and Arkansas. 


Tripp has to his credit many awards 
and citations from various organiza- 
tions for his brilliant public service. 


Peter likes nothing better than being 
a dise jockey. ‘‘People keep asking me 
if I don’t get tired spinning records all 
the time,” he says. “No one could re- 
main a disc jockey for long if he didn’t 
enjoy the constant stream of popular 
music. Believe me, I am ardently fond 
of the music business. Truth to tell I 
wouldn’t want to be in any other branch 
of the entertainment world.”

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When Buffalo’s 50,000 watt “Sleeping 
Giant,” WKBW, went modern radio last 
Independance Day, one of the “liber- 
ators” was Disc Jockey Art Roberts. 

Art had been rated the top afternoon 
jock in Akron, Ohio and the “Even 
Newer” WKBW wanted to bring his 
talents to the Niagara Frontier. The 
idea suited Art because the “Toe-tappin’ 
Texan” had been gradually moving 
northward. .some say in search of the 
buffaloes that had lived on the plains of 
the southwest many years ago. And a 
chance to move to the city of Buffalo 
was just about the end. He came North, ~ 

Last November WKBW and the “Big 
Six” deejays decided to have a contest 
among their listeners to pick a Kay-Bee 
King. Votes were signatures on peti- 
tions circulated by fans. The record- 
spinners all campaigned vigorously for 
the most votes, and Art promised the 
listener who got the most votes he would 
carry his or her books to school for a 
week, among other prizes. (He forgot 
to reckon with KB’s 50,000 watt carry- 
ing power, though, and his winner was 
16 year old, Hazil June Harding a girl 
in Rixford, Pennsylvania, about 100 
miles south of Buffalo). 

When the results were in, and the 
votes were counted, Art Roberts had 
won the Kay-Bee King Contest. He had 
the most votes and the most loyal fans 
at the station. Now he was faced with 
keeping his promise to carry June’s 
books for a week. He called her for a 
telephone “on-the air” interview and 
told her the good news... . and shud- 
dered audibly when he told June he 
would be down the following Monday 
morning to begin his weeks’ duty. She 
graciously offered to let him off the 
hook, considering the distance he would 
have to drive every day, but Art in- 
sisted he had promised . . . and he would 
deliver. 

So the following Monday morning, 
Roberts was up before dawn, bleary- 
eyed and confused, but determined to 
see his promise through. Art left early, 
because he was unfamiliar with the 
route to Rixford and wanted to be able 
to drive safely on the way. He arrived 
at the Harding home, nestled in the oil- 
filled hills near Bradford, Pa., in time 
to meet June’s mother and join the 
family for coffee. After morning coffee 
and details on the year’s supply of ad- 
vance-release record albums June had 
also won, they started for school. 

When he began to see the response 
of his fans, Art felt they were all so 
great, he wanted to do something for 
everyone, so he promised to set up a 
giant record-hop, which he would call 
the “King’s Ball,” and of course he’d 
have to have a queen who should it be 
but Hazel June Harding. This would be 
a hop the likes of which had never been 
seen in the area, and would never be 
forgotten. : 

Fabian would be there. The Music 
Men, whose. recording of “Blue Bird” 
was hitting the top on the Niagara 
Frontier, would be there. So would the 
Rythm Stars, on the Clock label; Bobby 
Pedrick, Jr., on Big Top; Betsy Jones, 
on Kapp Records; Bobby and The 
Counts; Ersel Hickey, Epic Records; 
George Hamilton IV, ABC Paramount; 
and guest disc jockeys. 

Before the schedule 8:30 opening the 
room was filled to capacity and hund- 
reds of kids were waiting to get in. And 
the crowd continued to grow. Later Fire 
Department officials estimated that at 
one time, more than 3,000 people were 
trying to get into the hall. 

But it was agreed by everyone who 
was there, those who were lucky enough 
to get inside, that this, indeed, was a 
Ball of Kingly dimension, and one that 
would never be forgotten by any of 
them.

ners for seven years and Mr. and Mrs. 
in real life for five. They met in 
Anchorage, Alaska at a club called The 
Last Chance, at which time Mimi was a 
singer and Phil a comedian. 

Mimi had been facinated by com- 
edians from the time she was in pig- 
tails. She was, in fact, a “resturant 
comic” — an off-the-stage joke-teller 
for the amusement of her friends. Phil, 
aware of her flair for comedy, one 
night suggested that she join him in 
several gags during the act. 

That night her comedy antics went 
over so well the club owner told Phil 
to cut out the first part of the act and 
start out with their comedy bits. 

During the next several years they 
developed and polished their act during 
engagements in small night clubs across 
the nation. Each was versatile, and 
gradually they fit together the pieces 
of their talents to blend them into a 
polished act. 

In addition to possessing excellent 
“delivery,” Phil is an accomplished gag- 
writer. He also plays the clarinet, flute, 
sax, trumpet, drums and piano. 

How high they will go from here is 
anybody’s guess, however there is one 
goal Mimi hopes to reach soon: she 
would like to co-star on Broadway with 
Phil in a musical comedy written and 
directed by Phil.
